GET STKONO HARNESS ASD 
BITS.—Con- 


•id«riug tlio lives of those who Bit behind 
Itoritss often depend i» the soundnwi of • 
bit or a strap, it is remarkibU bow litUi 
attention is paid to the condition of liftrnwi 
hy those who trust themselres, not only in» 
strange cArringcs. but »lso in their own 
vehicles. An English journal, devoted to 
(he harness trade, after observing 
that 


scArcoly a day passes without the occurrence 
of nu accident arising from & hit breaking 
while iu the horse's mouth,, points out that 
tliare are three ways of making these bits. 
One is to forgo them throughout of the 
t jughest iron or of soft sleel; the other is to 
us3 ca-st cheeks, find forge the luontupitcoi; 
while the third is to cast them throughout. 
The Erst is the only method that tihould bo 
followed, but buyers will not pay the prices 
asked, and manufacturers cannot afford to 
sell them for less. The wrought mouth is 
ths uext best, find if the cheek has been 
properly annealed it makes * most servici*- 
ble bit." Cast cheeks, however, arc not 
always trustworthy, and the manufacturer is 
islikelv to be deceived in this respect as the 
buyer." The cast bit is oue that ought 
never to bo used. 
Harness makers should 


inform their customers of the quality of the 
•rtk-le, and leave the responiibHity with 
tha buyer. If for the sake of the difference 
in price between two kinds a man chooses 
to risk bis life by using the poorer bit, 
neither the harness maker nor the bit manu- 
facturers should be blamed. 
The bit and 


reins should always be of ths strongest 
kind, no matter what the meritfi of the rest 
of, the harness. 


COLTS ASD BOYS.—A writer on ths horse 


says, "The great thing with a colt is never 
to do anything thnt really alarms him. Now, 
we have said he will bo alarmed by every- 
thing that is done for the first lime ; 
HO ha 


will to a certain degree. 
The baud put on 


him doea so, or rather he avoids it: hut the 
•larm is so trilling, that, distract his atten- 
tion by a carrot in one hand, he forgets, or 
does not notice the other is resting on him, 
but quietly discusses his morsel, and then 
looks for more. 
Now, if on the contrary, 


(though it might ba done in kindness,} ho 
had received n good hearty pat on his back, 
it would perhaps take a week before he 
would suffer any 0110 to handle him again. 
He kRd beeu alarmed ; at least nineteen out 
of twenty colts would by such a thing. Can 
we wonder, if, when they nro intrusted to 
meii of coarse habits or bad tempers, or 
what of the two is worse; to boys, that we 
so often find thorn wild and unmanageable ? 
Of all earthly things, a boy is the last that 
should be allowed to go near ft colt, or, in- 
deed, a horso. There is not one iu a hun- 
dred that can be trusted ; either from folly, 
their petty tyranny, or their cruelty, they 
are sure to bo in mischief. 
We often see a 


very quiet pony advertised for, TO carry a 
boy ; it would be more in character to ad- 
vertise for, what would be much more diffi- 
cult to find, a q-.net boy to ride- a pony; Colts 
fire tricky from play, boys from mischief. 


HOMD-MAUE HOUSE-POWERS.—The cheap- 


est and best way to ninko a horse power for 
diary and other light ;:sc, is to put a, light 
drum on a centre post, high enough to have 
the belt clenr the horse's head. Attach a 
sweep ten or twelve feet long to the centre 
post, so that iho track in which th& horse 
walks will bo from twenty to twenty-four 
feet in diameter if possible. Let the track 
bo soft ground. 
The whole arrangement 


may be made of white pine except the 
sweep, which should be of hard wood. Let 
the drum bo about ten foet tu circumfer- 
ence, and fiii inches surface. 
UGO a two- 


inch rubber bolt. Mako a small pulley 
from four inches to a fool in diameter, no- 
cording n^ you want fast or slow motion. 
If you want the motion still faster, gear up 
with a second belt and set of pulleys. The 
direction of the motion may be changed by 
a quarter twist in the second belt, or by 
passing the first bolt over idler pulleys. 


This arrangement will he nlmotst noise- 


less, while the clatter and jnr of a circular 
platform would be enough to drive a Benfli- 
tive or nervous person almost crazy. Bo 
sides it is much easier ami safer to teach a 
horso to follow a circular path thnu to 
keep his balance on a revolving platform.—
